To his Excellency J. H. MoGraw, Governor, and the Honorable 
"Legislature of the State of Washington: 

We, the trustees of the Eastern Washington Hospital for the In- 
sane, have the honor to submit our third biennial report of the 
condition and progress of the hospital under our charge for the 
period ending September 30, 1896, and of its wants for the coming: 
two years. 

No change has been made in the personnel of the board, the 
Hon. D. F. Percival having been made his own successor. 

The appropriations made by the last legislature have been used 
for the purposes for which they were intended, and we attach hereto 
the report of the accountant, Mr. A. B. Craig, giving a detailed 
statement of expenditures.

The increased per capita cost during the first year was due partly 
to improvements of considerable magnitude which were made, and 
partly to the fewer number of patients over which the salary list 
was distributed. Among the improvements and expenses which do 
not properly belong to the maintenance fund for the present period, 
are the following:

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Deduct these amounts from the maintenance fund and it wil 
bring our daily per capita cost for the biennial period to 554 cents 

We wish to draw your attention particularly to the fact tha 
maintenance means more than food for the patients. It includes 
as well, clothing, bedding and medication for the patients, ani 
light, heat, and materials for cleaning the building, together wit! 
salaries and board for officers and employés. 

A great improvement has been made in the appearance of thi 
grounds, but there still remains much to be done to make them a: 
attractive as we desire. We ask your careful consideration of the 
report of our superintendent, which we make part of this report, 
wherein he gives detailed statements of improvements made, work 
accomplished and our need for the future. 

Our population has increased at the rate of more than two pei 
month since the opening of the institution, and during the pasi 
year the increase has been three per month. We can accommo 
date, comfortable, 300 patients, but as we have reason to believe 
` that the ratio of increase will be raised, our present building vill 
be overerowded before the next appropriation period ends. We, 
therefore, wish to recommend the necessity of erecting a new wiug. 

This hospital receives all the insane criminals from the peniten 
tiary at Walla Walla. Some of them here at present are viciou: 
and desperate men whe have lost little of their cunning by becom 
ing insane. Our rooms and wards are not snitable for this clase o 
patients, and we would therefore suggest that a ward be prepsred 
at the penitentiary for their care and treatment. This would save 
the expense of transportation and remove the objection raised by 
relatives of other patients who do not think it proper that the ordi 
nary and eonvict insane should intermingie. 

We cali your attention especially to the defects in the law gov 
erning the commitment and discharge of the insane as pointed ott 
in our superintendent’s report, and to the fact that no provision i 
made for the expenditure of state funds to defray expenses of re 
turning discharged patients. Up to the present time the superit 
tendent, has advanced money for this purpose, often having to wait 
several months to be refunded, and at other times receiving war. 
rants which sell at a discount. On one occasion he was informe? 
that the county, had exceeded its indebtedness fixed by law, and 
that not even a warrant could be issued. Some provision shoul! 
be made to defray the expenses of discharged patients. | 
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We would refer you to that part of our superintendents report 
where he mentions the need of storm windows. We are convinced 
that an appropriation for’ that purpose would be a matter of 
economy. 

During the two years we have made regular official visits to the 
wards and other departments of the institution and inspected care- 
fully their workings. In addition each member of the board has 
made numerous unofficial visits, personally, inspecting the different 
departments, and has invariably found them in a satisfactory condi- 
„tion. Weare satisfied that the hospital has been managed economi- 
eally in the interest of the state, and that the patients have received the 
best of care and treatment; and we believe our expenditures compare 

favorably with other institutions of similar size in the older states. 
.. As the population increases and the farm is brought under better 
cultivation the expenses per capita will be materially lowered. 

We have carefully estimated the amounts that will be needed in 
the different funds and have omitted all that we feel safe to get 
along without. ' The following is a list of our requirements:

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GENERAL HISTORY. 


The foregoing tables show an increase in our population from 
207 to 252 during the biennial period. The one for the first year 
presents the lowest death rate in our history, 3.03 per cent. of the 
total number treated, and the one for the second year the highest, 
5.44 per cent., or an average of 4.23 for the two years. 

Our low recovery rate during the past year is principally due to 
the increase in the number of aged persons admitted, and partly to 
the fact that several cases practically recovered were detained for a 
short time to remove, if possible, chances of relapse. 

Out of the number admitted 20 were between the ages of 60 and 
88, averaging 67.25 years; 14 were between the ages of 50 and 60, . 
with an average of 54.78 years. Such cases give almost no hope of 
recovery. 

The average age of all admitted during the biennial period was 
40.97 years. 

Twenty-four deaths occurred during the two years. The aver- 
age of those dying being 56.34 years, the lowest 27 and the highest 
85. Alldied of natural causes and most of them at an advanced 
age, 

No suicide or homicide has occurred since the opening of the in- 
stitution, but one unsuccessful attempt at suicide was made by a 
patient who had been employed in the kitchen for over a year. 

The following surgical operations were performed: Three cranial 
operations — one for the removal of depressed bone, one to evacu- 
ate a cerebral abscess, and one exploratory trephining done at the 
request of relatives of the patient. Two operations for the re- 
moval of a cysto-sarcoma, located on the chest. An excission of 
the caracoid process and a portion of the spine of the scapula, for 
caries, A diseased testicle extirpated. Two fatty tumors, one of 
considerable size, removed. An operation for the reunion of a 
lacerated cervix of the uterus. No fatalities resulted from the op- 
erations. The removal of the cysto-sarcoma was done simply to 
ward off for a time the fatal termination of the disease, as it was of 
long standing and had thoroughly infected the glandular system. 
The paralysis caused by the cerebral abscess still remained after 
the pus had been removed, there having been a considerable de- 
struction of brain substance before the operation had been decided 
"pon. The other operations, except the exploratory trephining, 
afforded permanent relief. 
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" 


Three wards of the new wing have been occupied, thereby re- 
lieving the overcrowded condition of the old wings. The new 
wards are more light and eheerful than the oid, and have many 
more conveniences, The patients who are privileged to enjoy them 
fully appreciate the difference and are much pleased with the 
change. j 


RUNNING EXPENSES. 


Our running expenses during the past year have been the lowest 
in our history. When it is remembered that the daily per capita 
cost, 55 cents, not only inclades food, clothing, bedding and medi- 
eation for patients, and heat, light and materials for cleaning the 
building, but salaries and board for officers and employés, it will 
be seen that rigid economy has been practiced. Nor should it be 
forgotten that destructive patients will often destroy more clothing 
and bedding in one day than could be purchased by the amount 
appropriated for their entire maintenance for one week. The vast 
repairs and improvements made, as shown by the report of work 
accomplished, means a considerable outlay for tools and materials, 
much of which comes from the maintenance fund. 

In smaller institutions the per capita cost must necessarily be 
greater than in larger ones, because the salary list is distributed 
over a fewer number of patients. Deduct salaries and the daily 
per capita eost of our patients is 30 cents for the first year and 25 
cents for the second. This amount furnishes for the patients not 
only all the necessities before mentioned, but board for the officers 
and employés. Nothing short of strict economy could properly 
support 14 persons on 25 cents per day. 

Our total expenditures during the biennial period was $99,089. 98, 
leaving for the ensuing six months of the present appropriation 
period 829,029.54. As our expenditures have averaged less than 

25,000 each six months we shall probably have a balance of 
several thousand dollars to return to the treasury. For a detailed 
statement of expenditures yor are referred to the tables of the 
steward which are herewith attached. 


WORK ACCOMPLISHED. 


The appropriations made two years ago for hose cart house, bake 
oven, library for patients, settees for amusement hall and painting 
front hall and main stairway of center building have been expended 
as directed by the legislature.. A separate building, 26x40x12 


o e 
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feet was built for a bakery, the room in which the old oven was 
situated being needed for an addition to the kitchen. Another 
much needed building for a plumber shop and coal shed, 24x 40x9 
feet, was erected. Both buildings were of brick, one of them 
shingle roofed and the other tin roofed. A straw barn 18x48xi6 
“feet, and a latticed arbor for the back square, 8x12x8 feet, were 

constructed. These buiidings, with the exception of the hose cart 
house, were erected without a special appropriation for the purpose. 

But aside from these improvements, an enormous amount of labor 
has been performed in improving and beautifying the grounds and 
buildings at no expense to the state except the price of tools and 
material used. A new roadway, 1,880 feet long, 28 feet wide, cov- 
ered with decomposed granite, has been made. Fifteen hundred 
and sixty lineal feet of plank sidewalk, and five hundred and sixty 
lineal feet of plank and gravel sidewalk, were laid. The stable, 
the stock barn, the roofs of the bakery, plumber shop and hose cart 
house, amounting to over 3,000 square yards, have received two 
eoats of paint. The entire wood work of the interior of the build- 
ings has been-revarnished. ‘Twenty-four hundred and sixty lineal 
feat of-wooden fencing having been built. Four hundred maple 
and elm trees have been purchased and set out. Six thousand five 
hundred cubic yards of soil, much of it rock, have been moved in 
grading the square and other portions of the ground in the rear of 
the buildings. Six thousand eight hundred square yards have been 
covered with top soil and planted to blue grass and clover, and 
5,600 additional square yards have been graded in readiness for top 
soil, which must be brought from distant parts of the farm. Every 

. joint on the water main between Clear Lake pump station and the 

reservoir, a distance of 25 miles, was uncovered, examined and re- 
paired when found defective. A section amounting to 312 feet was 
found badly corroded and had to be replaced by new six inch black 
iron pipe, 

This work, in addition to the labor required in planting and har- 
vesting the crops, has been done by employés and patients alone. 

Inside the building numerous additions and improvements have 
been made, among them two oak book cases, 4} x 6 feet, 6x6 feet, 
14 oak tables varying in length from 4 to 12 feet, 8 pine tables for 
the dining rooms, and several ornamental oak chairs for the visiting ` 
room. 


In addition to raising all the fresh and sait pork required, 10 
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tons of ham and bacon have been cured and smoked on the prem- 
ises, and 9,960 pounds of soap have been made in the laundry from 
scrap fat. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

In 1891 this institution was opened with 122 pationts, and the 
present year closes with 252. This is an average gain of 26 per - 
annum, and this average is likely to be raised as our increase last 
year was 94. Onur capacity is 300, which will probably afford ae- 
commedations for all we are likely to receive until 1808. But if 
the matter of providing additional room be deferred until the leg- 
islature of 1899 takes action we shall have 50 patients more than 
we ean accommodate by the time the building is ready for occupa- 
tion. It takes at least a year to complete a wing of the size needed 
after the appropriation is available.. j . 


STORM SASHES. 

During the biennial period just ended the cost of fuel for all 
purposes was $7,571.25. A considerable portion of this amount 
was used in the production of power for tho dynamo and pumps, 
and for heat and cooking, but after making proper deductions, 
there is still left a large amount for heating the building. Our sit- 
uation on the hill top leaves us exposed to fierce wintry winds and 
. demands the use of much fuel to avoid discomfort. It has been 
estimated by a careful architect that at least $0 per cent. of fuel 
used in heating could be saved by putting double windows through- 
out the building. The estimated cost would be $1,500, but accord- 
ing to the figures presented the expenditure would be economic, cs 
that amount could be saved in Jess than two years. 


STORE HOUSE. 

Our present store house is too small for the needs of the institu- 
tion and our supplies have to be packed away in varions parts of 
the different buildings, causing inconvenience and waste. The pres. 
ent store house could be converted into a carpenter shop without 
additional cost. The basement of the north wing is now used as 4 . 
carpenter shop, which is not only a dirt producer but a menace te ; 
the building. To erect aud fit up 3 building of suitable size $3,250

Two years ago the legislature appropriated $100 for a library. 
The books purchased by that amount form dn excellent EE

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around which we hope to build. The patients greatly enjoy their 

privileges and look forward to the weekly distribution of books 

with eagerness, An additional appropriation of 8100 should be 

provided to replace books which will be destroyed, and to add, from 
_time to time, new and instructive works. 


A NEW DYNAMO. 


Our dynamo has a capacity of 400 16 candle power lamps. We 
have in use over 500, and can only keep the dynamo from being 
overloaded by carefully disconnecting all lamps not in immediate 
use. At meal hours in winter, and during entertainments, the 
dynamo is dangerously overloaded and is likely to give out. We 
urgently recommend an appropriation of 81,000 for another dyna- 
mo and fixtures. 

WIND MILL AND CISTERN. 

In the field south of the buildings there is a cup shaped depres- 
sion, 300 fect in diameter, which contains from two to six feet of water 
during the entire year. The land in the vicinity is light and suf- 
fers from drought, and lies in such a position as to be easily irri- 
gated. Ifa wind mill were placed near the pond and the water 
forced to the cistern on the highest point it could then be dis- 
tributed and crops on that portion of the farm probably doubled. 
Three hundred dollars would purchase the wind mill, cistern and 
necessary piping. 

TELEPHONE SYSTEM. . 

The wards in our old wings are connected with the offices by 
speaking tubes, which are very unsatisfactory. The new wing has 
no connection in this way, but wires were strung for telephone at- 
tachments at the time the building was wired for electric lighting. 
In case of accident during meal hours when but one attendant i is 
on each ward, serious trouble might arise with no means of eom- 
munieating with the office. A telephone system should be put in 
connecting the offices with all wards, the engine room, the stable, 
and the two pumping stations, thus not only adding a great con- 
venience, but an improvement of inestimable value in ease of fire 
or accident. Sueh a system could be completed with $500. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


In all weli kept buildings constant repairs and improvements are 
necessary. In our kitchen certain partitions should be removed and 
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portions of the floor cemented. The floor of the boiler room 
should be rebricked. Ward carpets need replacing. All the 
wards in the old buildings should be kalsomined. New chairs are 
required on some of the wards. Fire hydrants should be placed 
about the new building and pipes laid to connect them with the 
main. New fire hose should replace some which is now in an un- 
safe condition. Certain outbuildings should be repainted, and ad- 
ditional outbuildings erected. For these and other similar puposes 
82,000 is asked. i 
IMPROVEMENT OF GROUNDS. 

In urging the need of an appropriation for the improvement of 
the hospital grounds, our last biennial report stated that «visitors 
and prospective settlers and investors are largely influenced in their 
judgment of the surrounding country by the thrift exhibited in and 
about state institutions, and again we call your attention to that 
statement and ask that at least $1,000 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose. In another part of this report mention is made of the amount 
of work done on the grounds, but so much yet remains to be accom. 
plished that a few men should be employed who can carry out the 
work regularly and systematically. Patients can be of great aid at 
times, but their work is so intermittent, and the character of the 
soil makes progress so slow, that unless we can employ men for 
this special work the undertaking will seem almost interminable. 
Patients are frequently taken from outside work because the at- 
tendants are needed on the wards, but if laborers were employed 
they could act as attendants with a considerable number of work- 
ing patients, aud thus greatly expedite the work. 


WARD FOR CONVICTS. 


There are at present in this institution seven convicts, with sen- 
tences’varying from 5 to 26 years, and one United States prisoner, 
awaiting trial for violation of internal revenue laws. The crimes 
of the convicts are principally burglary and assault with intent to 
kill. We have had murderers with life sentences and shall proba- 
bly have more. These convicts not only have a bad effect on other . 
patients, but are a constant menace to the attendants in charge of 
them. Our present structure is not built for the safe keeping of 
this class of insane, and serious trouble is likely to arise. Two 
years ago one of our night watchers was murderously assaulted by 
an insane convict who had succeeded in removing the transom from

, 
we 
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over his bed room door, thus gaining access to the ward. Only the 
greatest care has prevented a recurrence of this attack. 

The insane convict differs from the ordinary insane in that he 
becomes more dangerous as he convalesces. As the control of his 
mental faculties returns he becomes better able to carry ont schemes 

^ and combine with others of his class. 

It would seem wise, both from the point of safety and economy, 
to make provisions for insane convicts at the penitentiary, where 
skilled medical attendants are constantly in charge; but if this is 
deemed inadvisable we strongly urge that an adequate appropriation 
be made to fit up a ward exclusively for convicts. Under the 
present arrangement there is a constant strain upon officers and 
attendants, who fear some serious accident may happen, as several 
of the convicts are cunning enough to induce thoughtless patients 
who have the liberty of the grounds to bring pieces of metal which 
may be used as means of escape or assault. Ordinary patients can- 
not with justice be deprived of out-of-door exercise, so that some 
effective change should be made to keep them separated from the 
convicts. This matter cannot be too strongly urged upon the 
legislature. 

DEFECTIVE LAW. 

In our last two biennial reports attention was brought to the de- 
fective law governing the commitment and discharge of the insane, 
but nothing has been done to remedy it. As time goes on the de- 
fects become more apparent without attracting the attention of 
courts to the needed change. Patients continue to be arrested, 
jailed and tried like criminals, and courts continue to commit non- 
residents and discharge chronic lunatics without making a reason- 
able effort to ascertain their condition. Some of those ordered 
discharged had been charged with attempted incest, threatened 
homicide and scandalous public exhibitions. Since our last report 
two cases removed without inquiry have been returned at an addi- 
tional expense to the state. 

And carelessly as the courts act in these matters physicians who 
make the examinations do no better. This may, in a measure, be 
the result of example, but still it is evident that little thought is 
given to the selection of medical examiners, and practically no 
effort is made to require careful examinations. The result is that 
commitment papers have almost no value from 4 medical stand- 
point. 
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A law should be so constructed as to encourage the selection of 
competent/medical examiners and to require them to make careful 
and rigid examinations. This would not only insure justice to the 
accused during the inquest, but be of great aid in treatment, for the 
local examiner is in position to learn much that the hospital author- | 
ities have no means of ascertaining. 


- AMUSEMENTS. 

The usual amusements have been indulged in by the patients. 
In summer, base ball, bathing in the lake, and country walks, and 
in winter, sleigh rides, skating, theatricals, dances, concerts and 
literary entertainments. On the wards patients spend much time 
in reading the books found in the new library, and in playing such 
games as cards, dominoes, chess and checkers. 
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Mr. M. F. Setters, who had taken two courses in medicine, spent 
a portion of his vacation at the hospital as clinical assistant, with- 
out remuneration. We hope the knowledge gained in the service 
will be of benefit to him and we wish te acknowledge the value of 

_his services to the institution during the vacation period when the 
force was small, 

To the officers and employés, to whom the details of the plans 
governing the hospital have been largely entrusted, I wish to ex- 
press thanks for the faithful manner in which they have met their 
duties; and to the gentlemen of the board of trustees I acknowledge 
a deepening sense of gratitude for their continued confidence, ad- 
vice and support in meeting the contingencies which arise in ad- 
ministering the affairs of the hospital.
